rule  has  been  established  to  prevent  any  possible  spread  of  the 
Hoof-and-i.;Outh  disease  virus  in  that  Republic. 


FULJGATION  REQUIRED  FOR  STRAW  AND  HAY  FOR  PACKING 

All  imported  merchandise  packed  in  straw  or  hay  is  required  to 
be  fumigated  u^on  entry  into  Cuba ,  whether  or  not  such  shipments 
were  fumigated  at  their  point  of  origin. 

Any  article  or  commodity  packed  with  excelsior  or  any  other 
packing  material  is  exempt  from  the  above  fumigation  requirement. 
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
